ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 


Over  the  past  fifty  years,  Sweet  Briar  College  has  promoted  good  health,  individual  skill,  fun  and  relaxation  through 
the  organized  activities  of  its  Athletic  Association.  The  ideal  location  and  excellent  instructors  and  equipment  have 
helped  the  association  to  achieve  its  aims  and  to  offer  to  each  student  opportunities  for  an  active  outdoor  and  indoor 
life.  There  are  two  hockey  fields  with  another  one  m  the  making,  one  lacrosse  field,  six  tennis  courts,  an  archery  range, 
and  three  riding  rings.  The  gymnasium  is  used  for  numerous  indoor  sports:  basketball,  dance,  volley  ball,  ping  pong, 
badminton,  and  squash.  The  Cabin  on  Paul's  Mountain  is  always  accessible  for  overnight  trips  or  for  afternoon  hikes. 
The  Lake  and  the  Boathouse  are  open  in  the  fall  and  spring  for  swimming  and  boating. 

This  year  the  Athletic  Association  has  continued  to  increase  participation  by  having  inter-class  competition,  between 
the  Odds  consisting  of  the  Juniors  and  Freshmen  and  the  Ends  consisting  of  the  Seniors  and  Sophomores.  This  competi- 
tion is  continued  throughout  the  year  in  all  sports.  In  February,  Rally  night  was  held  and  in  May  everyone  enjoyed  Sweet 
Briar's  annual  Gala  Night.  Both  these  events  are  shared  by  faculty  and  students.  Awards  are  given  out  at  those  times  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  to  those  students  who  possess  skill  and  exhibit  good  work  and  enthusiasm  in 
athletics.  The  awards  are  seals,  medals,  and  blazers. 

The  end  of  the  year  brought  the  traditional  Lake  Day  with  its  swimming  competitions.  At  Gala  Night  the  new  presi- 
dent of  the  Athletic  Association  and  the  Executive  Board  were  installed  in  office. 


HOCKEY 

Before  the  fall  season  officially  starts,  the  enthusiasm  for  hockey  can  be  seen  in  the  girls  who  are  on  the  fields  improving 
their  stickwork  or  playing  games.

RIDING  COUNCIL

seasons.  The  Fall  Horsemanship  Classes  and  the  Bedford  Horse  Show  gave  students  a  chance  to  exhibit  first  class  perform- 
ances. A  Joint  Hunt  with  Bedford  and  a  Point  to  Point  Hunt  in  December  promoted  much  enthusiasm  as  the  fall  season 
came  to  a  close. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Clayton  E.  Bailey,  the  Sweet  Briar  Hunt  had  an  extremely  successful  season.  In  February, 
Sweet  Briar  riders  enjoyed  a  four-day  program  conducted  by  Captain  Vladimir  S.  Littauer.

There  are  three  divisions  of  the  Dance  Club:  Tanz  Zirlcel,  for  inter- 
ested beginners;  Dance  Group,  for  more  advanced  members;  and  Choreography,  where  techniques  and  creativity  are 
combined  in  student  compositions.  The  Dance  Club  holds  try-outs  several  times  throughout  the  year;  everyone  interested 
in  belonging  to  the  Club  is  urged  to  try  out,  and  promotions  within  the  clubs  are  made  as  the  dancers  improve.  New 
members  are  announced  after  auditions  in  the  fall  and  the  spring.

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

As  a  result  of  a  student  petition  submitted  to  the  faculty  in  1906,  Sweet  Briar  College  students  were  granted  the  priv- 
ilege of  self-government.  Since  that  time,  the  Student  Government  Association  has  been  the  embodiment  of  each  student's 
individual  acceptance  and  zealous  pursuit  of  the  responsibilities  such  an  Association  requires. 

The  powers  of  the  Association  are  vested  in  three  capacities:  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial.  The  legislative  powers 
are  vested  in  the  Association  as  a  whole  which  has  jurisdiction  over  all  regulations  falling  within  the  student  sphere  of  au- 
thority. The  executive  powers  are  vested  in  the  Executive  Council  which  makes  and  interprets  rules,  conducts  polls  and 
elections,  and  coordinates  campus  activities.  Faculty  and  students  are  brought  together  by  College  Council  meetings  in 
both  executive  and  judicial  capacities. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Executive  Council  stems  from  the  desire  to  make  the  whole  system  of  campus  life  more 
meaningful  and  smoothly  operative.  This  desire  embraces  every  Sweet  Briar  student.  In  its  1955-56  program,  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  an  integrative  force  in  the  life,  opportunities,  and  experiences  that  Sweet  Briar  grants  us,  has  attempted  a 
correlation  with  the  educative  purpose  of  our  being  here.  It  has  placed  renewed  emphasis  on  a  greater  number  of  in- 
formal faculty-student  discussions.  It  has  encouraged  students  to  supplement  academic  interests  with  extra-curricular 
activities  to  the  end  hope  that  both,  in  combination,  will  better  enable  the  acceptance  of  individual  responsibility  so  nec- 
essary in  post-college  years. 
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GOVERNMENT 


JUDICIAL  BOARD 


The  judicial  powers  of  the  Student  Government  Association  are  vested  in  the  Judicial  Board  which  safe  guards  the 
Honor  System  on  which  tlic  Association  is  founded.  The  aim  of  the  Judicial  Board  is  to  interpret  and  make  understood 
the  Honor  Svstem.  all  the  while  placing  extreme  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  an  Honor  System,  but  a  great 
deal  more.  It  is  a  way  of  life. 

The  Judicial  Board  renews  its  purposes  each  year.  However,  it  operates  through  an  unchanging  policy  which  em- 
phasizes "more  honor  and  less  system."  Always,  Judic  essays  to  educate  the  individual  and  the  community  in  a  full 
understanding  of  the  reasons  behind  the  rules  as  well  as  the  rules  themselves.  Penalties  are  "reminders"  and  are  assigned, 
only  after  careful  study  of  an  individual's  case,  according  to  her  iust  deserts. 

Whereas  the  Executive  Council  emphasizes  the  over  all  spirit  of  the  Association,  the  Judicial  Board  practically  applies 
this  spirit  by  way  of  the  regulations.  The  Honor  System  applies  to  every  phase  of  college  life,  and  in  the  honor  pledge, 
which  every  student  signs,  is  embodied  the  most  concrete  expression  of  our  obligations  in  maintain:ng  the  high  standard 
of  honor  which  prevails  here: 

"1  pledge  upon  my  honor  to  assume  individual  responsibility  for  the  honor  system  of  Sneet  Briar.  In  accept- 
ing this  responsibility  I  pledge  my  best  effort  to  make  the  highest  ideal  of  honor  prevail  at  Sweet  Briar:  I  prom- 
ise to  report  myself  for  any  of  my  infractions  of  the  Sweet  Briar  regulations,  and  to  ask  others  to  report  them- 
selves for  any  of  their  infractions  if  I  am  not  certain  that  they  have  done  so."

It  is  considerably  larger  than 
the  former,  and  although  smaller  than  the  latter,  it  is  able  to  perform  a  greater  amount  of  material  because  of 
the  increased  amount  of  rehearsal  time  and  unitv  of  concentration.  This  group  consists  of  carefully  selected 
voices  and  enthusiastic,  conscientious  members.  The  decrease  in  number  increases  the  possibilities  for  more 
and  varied  concerts  both  on  campus  and  with  men's  colleges  in  the  East  and  South.
